LINCOLN  MEMORIAL  HIGHWAY. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Star: 

I  am  83  years  old  and  was  born 
and  reared  in  Milltown  and  immedi- 
ate vicinity  right  in  the  midst  of  the 
Lincoln  Settlement,  Josiah  Lincoln 
in  1813  came  from  Washington 
county,  Kentucky,  came  up  by  way 
of  Corydon  and  settled  in  what  is 
now  Blue  River  township  in  Harri- 
son county.  At  that  time  Josiah  had 
a  wife  and  one  son,  Thomas,  who 
was  born  in  "Washington  county, 
Kentucky.  Soon  after  he  settled  in 
Blue  River  township,  Harrison 
county,  a  second  son,  Jacob,  was 
born.  Later  four  daughters  were 
born,  one  of  whom  married  Isom 
Denton,  another  married  John  Bris- 
coe, another  married  John  Scrutch- 
field  and  the  fourth  married  a  man 
named  Sullenger,  who  went  West 
and  became  estranged  to  the  family. 
The  youngest  son,  Jacob,  married 
Martha  Gibbs  of  Crawford  county,  a 
sister  of  the  well-known  William 
Gibbs,  deceased.  Jacob  lived  in  Blue 
River  township  until  the  rebellion, 
then  with  his  family  went  to 
Missouri.  With  this  Jacob  Lincoln  I 
was  personally  acquainted  and  many 
times  talked  with  him  and  learned 
much  about  the  family,  he  being  a 
blood  cousin  to  the  President.  On 
one  occasion  he  told  me  the  story 
of  his  father  exchanging  horses 
with  his  uncle  Thomas,  the  horse 
his  father  got  in  the  exchange  be- 
came very  valuable  and  that  he 
worked  the  horse  many  days  on  his 
father's  farm.  He  said  he  heard  his 
father  tell  many  times  where  he  got 
the  horse,  this  alone  would  seem  to 
be  sufficient  evidence. 

Waldo  Lincoln  of  Massachusetts, 
who  wrote  the  most  complete  history 
of  the  '  Lincoln  family  ever  written 
and  all  information  that  I  have  been 
able  to  gather  and  my  personal 
knowledge  of  the  family  points  to 
the  fact  that  Thomas  Lincoln  crossed 
the  Ohio  river  at  Boones  Ford,  south 
of  Corydon,  and  landed  in  the  Boone 
Settlement,  he  being  acquainted  with 
and  related  to  the  Boones  in  Harri- 
son county,  who  had  come  before 
and  settleij  there.  Boone  township 
was  named  in  honor  of  its  first 
settlers.  I  have  affidavits  showing 
he  followed  what  was  known  as  the 
Goosenberry  trail  from  there  to 
Corydon.  From  there  he  followed 
the  Governors  trail  throu2:h  French 
Town,  thence  a  short  distance  over 
in  Blue  River  tov/nship  to  where  his 
brother  Josiah  lived.  After  a  fev 
days  visit  he  came  by  and  crossed 
Blue  river  at  Milltown,  thence  he 
followed  the  New  Albany  and  Jasper 
trail  to  Springtown,  where  he  stopped 
with  or  near  a  man  named  William 
Johnson,  father  of  the  late  Prof.  J. 
M.   Johnson.    This  seems  unmistak- 

:   ably  where  he,   Abie,  borrowed  the 
book,  as  affidavits  now  on  file  will  j 
show.    From  there  he  again  followed 
the  old  trail  leading  to  Jasper  and  I 

i  on  do-wn  to  Lincoln  City.  There  is  I 
no  doubt  in  my  mind  but  what  this  I 
was  the  route  the  Lincolns  traveled  I 
while  making  their  ioui-nev  to  Tjin-

BARLOW  KNIFE 


Trusty  Old  Time  Cutlery  Was 
The  Invention  of  a  Ken- 
tucky Man 


Many  persons  have  either 
owned  a  Barlow  knife  or  heard 
of  it,  but  few  probably  are 
aware  that  for  a  Kentuckian  is 
claimed  the  distinction  of  hav- 
ing invented  and  manufactured 
the  first  of  that  type  of  cutlery. ! 
Recent  historical  resarch  accords 
to  a  Nicholas  county  man  the 
distinction  of  having  devised 
the  pocket  knife  that  bears  his 
name  and  which  has  been  a 
prime  requisite  for  the  small 
boy  for  several  generations. 

Leason  T.  Barlow  is  credited 
with  having  fashioned  the  first 
Barlow  knife  early  in  the  last 
century.  According  to  tradition  | 
he  was  an  inventive  genius  and 
a  skilled  mechanic  in  those  days. 
He  made  pocketknives  with  two 
blades  as  well  as  the  single- 
bladed  Barlows  that  he  supplied 
I  to  his  clientele.  The  cutlery  he 
turned  out  was  crude,  but  in 
practically  every  detail  corres- 
ponded to  the  "Barlow"  of  the 
present  day. 

It  would  seem  that  the  origa- 
tor  of  such  a  useful  implement 
as  the  Barlow  knife  deserved 
better  than  to  have  been  practi- 
cally overlooked  or  forgotten  in 
the  long  interim  since  he  plied 
his  vocation.   His  brother,  T.  H.  i 
Barlow,  with  v/hom  he  was  as-j 
sociated,  was  an  inventor,  and  it ; 
is  claimed  designed  a  steamboat 
and  locomotive  that  was  success-  j 
fully  operated  in  public  demon- J 
strations  in  1828.  i 

Thomas  Barlow  has  been  cred- 
ited with  having    devised  the 
knife  of  that  name,  but    it  is 
claimed  that  research  has  estab- 
lished that  the  credit  for  invent- 
ing the  Barlow  knife  belongs  to 
his  brother,  who  was  not  as  well 
known  as  the  other  Barlow.  Ken- ' 
tucky  inventive  genius  has  had  ; 
many  ramifications,  but  probobly  l 
none  is  entitled  to  more  con- 
sideration than    the  originator 
of    the    time-honored  Barlow
